ECONOMIC PROBLEM. 


AUSTRALIAN PREMIER'S 
PROPHECY, 
Mr. Bruce, Prime Minister of Australia, 
speaking at Swansea last night, said that 
the report of the Imperial Conference was 


going to be one of the historic documents 
of the Empire. 


On the economic side he urged that it | 


was a question of mutual interest. If the 
economic problem was solved in the same 
way as he believed that the political one 
had been solved, the British Empire would 
become pre-eminently the greatest com- 
mercial and industrial nation that the 
world had ever known. 


TRADE FIRST. 


MR. MONROE PROMISES AN 
EXTRA PREFERENCE. 


Mr. W. 8S. Monroe, Premier of New- 
foundland, in a speech at Belfast yester- 
day, said that, by defining the status of 
the Dominions, ‘the Imperial Conference 
had cleared the atmosphere. . He felt that 
there was a better feeling between the 
South of Ireland and the British Parlia- 
ment, and that there was a better feeling 
in South Africa. | 

Generally, he felt that the Imperial 

Conference had given a great impetus to 
the cementing of the interests of the 
Empire rather than segregating them. 
They had been in session in the Imperial 
Conference for a considerable time, and 
they had discussed many questions. To 
his mind the economic end of the Con- 
ference was the most important. 
' He said that, if they could get together 
commercially and did more trade between 
components parts of the Empire, they 
would get together very much more 
socially. If they got together commercially 
and socially, he claimed that they could 
let the political end take care of itself. 

The Government of Newfoundland, in 
the reconstruction of their tariff next year, 
desired to give an extra preference to 
Great Britain and Ireland. They were 
particularly anxious to make commercial 
treaties with their fellow-Dominions, and 
he forecasted a treaty between his country 
and Autrtralia ‘on the lines of the Aus- 
tralian-Canadian agreement. 


BRITAIN’S FISCAL 
POLICY.

MR. AMERY ON THE 
FUTURE, 

The Imperial Conference had been, in 
the opinion of all who took part in it, a 
successful one, said Mr. L. S. Amery, the 
Dominions Secretary, speaking in the 
Sparkbrook Division of Birmingham last 
night. They had arrived at the end of 
the most friendly discussions at complete 
agreements as to what their relations 
should be. 

EMPIRE TRADE. 

They had got rid of a great many mis- 
understandings in different parts of the 
Empire, and in this connection Mr. Amery 
referred particularly to the agreement in 
South Africa. That, he believed, was a big 
achievement in the world’s history, because 
it meant that the Dominions would be- 
come increasingly great nations, 
meaning to live together for al! time at 
peace with one another, and not only at 
peace, but in friendly co-operation, work- 
ing together to help each other and to 
preserve peace for the world. 

It might be said that, apart from the 
constitutional settlement, which registered 
the coming-of-age of the great Dominions 
as members of the British family, they 
really had not achieved as much as they 
ought to haye done, that they ought to 


ever 


have arrived at some great scheme of com- 


prehensive settlement all over the Empire 
and some great scheme of trade policy for 
the full development of the resources of 
the Empire. 

In one sense he entirely agreed. If thoy 
really wanted to raise the standard of liv- 
ing of their people, and to create those 
conditions of trade and full employment 
and good wages that they wished to see, 
then they had to settle the problem not 
on the narrow lines of the resources of this 
little island, but on the broad lines of the 
Empire, which contained within itself all 
the natural wealth which would enable a 
far higher standard of living to be at- 
tained by all these peoples. 

That was profoundly true, and until they 
could meet at an Imperial Conference and 
arrive at a great common «principle of 
Empire trade and Empire development 
they should not make real progress with 
any of the great economic issues that faced 
this country to-day.

LORD LONDONDERRY AND 
MISTRUST. 


Lord Londonderry, in his speech last 
night at Jarrow, referred to the coal dis- 
pute. He said that they must get rid 
of mistrust and have done with suspicion. 
To the workmen, he said: ‘‘ Realise that 
your rights are safeguarded by your 
organisations, but get hold of them and 
see that the men who work for these 
organisations give expression to your 
views and opinions.” He went on to say 
that they had stood for nine months 
glaring at each other across a chasm of 
misunderstanding. It seemed to him that 
they were standing at the parting of the 
ways. If mistrust and suspicion increased, 
they would sink to the position of a third- 
rate Power. If they were going to agree, 
they might move forward in the van of 
progress. 


ILLEGALITY OF A GENERAL 
STRIKE, 

Sir Douglas Hogg, Attorney-General for 
England, speaking at Oxford last night, 
said that it was urgently necessary, in the 
interests of everyone, that they should 
have it clearly laid down that a general 
strik was an illegal conspiracy against 
the State. No one denied the right to 
strike or to withhold labour, but equally 
they must be sure that they were protect- 
ing the right of every individual to work. 


CANNOCK CHASE AGREEMENT.

“ NITROPHOSKA.” 


A NEW GERMAN 
FERTILISER. 


From ‘Tur Times ’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Friday. 

The German Dye Trust announces that 
it is placing on the market a new manure 
called ' Nitrophoska,’’ in which nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid, and potash are combined 
by a new chemical process. ‘‘ Nitro- 
phoska’’ is described as a compound, not 
a mixture, and it is claimed that it pos- 
sesses all the advantages and none of the 
disadvantages of mixed manures, as well 
as advantages of its own. 

This announcement is a move in a 
complicated struggle, in which are in- 
volved the Dye Trust, the four big potash 
undertakings which will probably soon 
become a “ trust,” and a section of the 
“heavy ” industry.

He believed the main task before Eng- 
land in the next few years was to arrive 
at a policy. What he hoped was that 
they would arrive at a policy, not by 
party contests and party divisions, but 
by the whole nation gradually coming to 
see that there was something bigger than 
their local quarrels, something on which 
they could all unite atid work for the 
good of the country as a whole. 

PEACE IN INDUSTRY. 


In a final appeal for peace in industry, 
Mr. Amery said that, coming from a 
great conference wh statesmen from 
every part of the Empire arrived at com- 
plete agreement, he would make the same 
suggestion, that, without abandoning their 
particular political points of view, they 
might try to live together in industry, 
and join hands, at any. rate, to make the 
best of the situation as they found it.

VIEWS OF BISHOP 
OF CLOGHER. 


A QUESTION FOR VOTERS

A strong protest was made against “the 
compulsory teaching of Irish at the annual 
distribution of prises at the Clones High 
School, yesterday, by the Chairman of the 
Board of Governors, Mr. M. E. Knight, 
solicitor,’ and Dr. Macmanaway, the 
Bishop of Clogher. 


THE .tRST PROTEST. 

Mr. Knight, who presided, said that he 
was glad to think that at the very first 
opportunity that was afforded to them they 
had made a dignified protest against the 
compulsory teaching of Irish. They were 
the first representative body in the Free 
State to voice their objections. Since then 
the matter had come much more 
prominently before the public, and in re- 
cent times they had seen weighty pro- 
nouncements on the subject, from the 
Head Masters’. Association of Secondary 
Education in the Free State. 

Their guest that day, the Bishop of 
Clogher, had dealt with the matter at his 
last Synod, and other bishops had spoken. 
He really thought that he was voicing the 
feeling of the laity generally, and he said 
this, in all deference and respect to the 
heads of the Protestant Churches—the 
Bishops of the Church of Ireland, the 
Moderator of the General Assembly, and 
the President of the Methodist Conference 
—that they might have spoken out long 
ago with a great deal more firmness on 
this question. (Hear, hear.) It was a 
matter of vital importance to Protestant 
education, both primary and secondary, 
in the Free State. 


STANDING FOR LAW AND ORDER. 

When one thought for a moment how 
the Protestants in the Free State had 
comported themselves since its establish- 
ment, and how they had upheld the hands 
of the Government in every direction, how 
by example and precept they had stood for 
law and order and obedience to the con- 
‘stituted -government, he did think that 
the Government ought not to turn a deaf 
ear to their protests. (Hear, hear.) 

There were two phases of this question 
which he would like to speak upon for a 
moment. If a protest against compulsory 
Irish were made from a body such as 
theirs, they were at once accused of sec- 
tarian bigotry. Now, nothing could be 
further from the truth than that. It was 
true that they would hear more from 
representative Protestants of objections to 
compulsory Irish than from their Roman 
Catholic neighbours. But not one of them 
who kept his ears open but was fully 
alive to the fact that there was just as 
strong an objection on the part of Roman 
Catholics as Protestants on this question. 
(Applause.) He pointed “out twelve 
months ago that some very learned clergy- 
men of the Roman Catholic Church, well- 
known educationalists, and men whose 
position stood high in the world of letters, 
had expressed themselves more strongly 
than any Protestant body against compul- 
sory Irish. 


THE COMING ELECTIONS. 

When they (the Protestants) did open 
their mouths on this question, they were 
condemned as being against it simply 
because the language was Irish. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. At their 
Orange meetings in County Monaghan 
on the 12th July they passed reso- 
lutions protesting against it, and they 
made it clear, and there was no hypocrisy 
about it, that their objection was not to 
the Irish language, but to the system of 
compulsion connected with it. He did 
not think it necessary to say more beyond 
this—that their objections stood to this 
matter as they did from the very. begin- 
ning, and they felt very strongly. in con- 
nection with the High School, that if a 
strong, united protest had been made by 
some body, thoroughly representative of 
the Protestant denominations in the Free 
State, the Government must pay some 
heed to it. 

There was a general electién coming 
on, and he had no doubt that appeals 
would be made for the votes of thousands 
of Protestants in the South and West of 
the Free State. Protestants would be 
thoroughly justified to say to those who 
sought their votes: ‘‘Are you in favour 
of compulsory Irish or against it, and, if 
you say you stand with the Govern- 
ment in favour of it, then you will not 
get our votes.’’ (Hear, hear and ap- 
plause.) They could only go on making 
dignified protests, and ‘he did hope that 
better counsels would prevail with those 
who were in authority, and, at all events, 
that. the existing regulations would be 
modified. (Loud applause.) 


A BISHOP'S “ DRESSING.”’ 

. The Bishop of Clogher said that he had 
ventured to say something about this 
matter at the last Diocesan Synod, and 
since then, of course, he had got a good 
‘dressing’ for what he had stated, but 
he did not mind that in the least, and 
that “‘ dressing ’’ was going on still. Only 
the day before he had received a. long 
typewritten letter taken from some paper 
in the South or the West of Ireland, 
because of what he had said. What he 
had said was, in his opinion, very mild, 
indeed, and he would say the same again. 

He did state that he had no objection 
to the teachng or learnng of Irish where 
people wished. to have it. Why should 
he? He said so still. Let everyone who 
wished to learn Irish do so. But why 
should those who did not want to learn 
Trish be compelled to learn it? (Hear, 
hear.) Surely a farmer did not want his 
children to spend valuable time in school 


learning Irish instead of devoting that, 


time to subjects which would be necessary 
for the earning of their bread and butter 
in the future:- That was the way that he 
viewed it. It was far from his mind to 
find: fault with Irish in itself. 

THE CASE OF EMIGRANTS. 

How would the learning of Irish help 
peasant boys of Donegal or Kerry, or other 
Irish speaking districts, who emigrated to 
America, Australia, New Zealand, or any. 
other countries abroad where the Irish 
language was totally unknown? Therefore. 
the learning of the language was—and he 
did not say it with any feeling of narrow- 
ness—more sentimental. than anything 
else. One of his critics asked him what 


about the time when the Irish people had | 


been compelled to learn English, and the 
thought occurred to him that if they had 
been compelled to learn the English lan- 
guage, it was not a language that would 
hamper them when they left their home 
country. (Loud applause.) Clones was on

ALL PRISONERS ACQUITTED 


SOMERVILLE, December 8. 

The jury to-day acquitted all three 
prisoners charged with the murder of the 
Rev. Edward Hall and Mrs. Mills. One 
of the accused was Mrs. Hall, and she 
and her two brothers were tried for the 
murder four years ago of her husband and 
Mrs. Eleanor Mills, a member of his 
church choir. 

“The finding for each defendant was an- 
nounced separately. The jury had retired 
for five hours. 

Although they are acquitted of the 
charge of murdering Mrs, Mills, the 
Stevens brothers and their cousin, Henry 
Carpender, who appeared only as a wit- 
ness in the present trial, are still under 
indictment on a charge of murdering the 
Rev. bia Hall. It is expected, how- 
ever, that the indictment will be quashed.

“ AN UNITED, PROSPEROUS 
CHINA.” 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Friday. 

The new British Minister, Mr. Miles 
Lampson, addressing the Sino-American 
British Club here to-day, declared that the 
charges of British imperialistic intentions 
in China were “pure moonshine.” 

Britain is willing to extend the helping 
hand to the Chinese people on lines of 
mutual friendship and co-operation, he 
said, pointing out that: Britain’s highest 
hope was an united, prosperous China, 
where foreigners are able to pursue their 
business peacefully, 

Mr. Lampson is arranging te leave 
Shanghai for Hankow to-morrow for the 
purpose of making an inspection of Cen- 
tral China conditions, prior to proceeding 
to Peking. 

Mr. Lampson's friendly attitude is lead- 
ing to the belief that the reported scheme 
for a British blockade of the Yangtsze 
Valley and South China ports is unlikely 
to eventuate, especially owing to the open 
opposition of the Japanese and Americans 
to the scheme. 

The City of Foochow, the most im- 
portant port between Shanghai and Hong 
Kong, went over to the Cantonese this 
afternoon, thus opening the way for a Can- 
tonese advance to Shanghai via Chekaing 
Province. | 

Owing to the mediation of the Consuls, 
the foreign community in Foochow is un- 
disturbed.

There is every reason to 
believe that Sir Austen's interviews; as 
well with M. Poincaré as with M. Briand, 
were. most satisfactory, and that he found 
the views of the French Government. on 
the question of the withdrawal of the 
Inter-Allied Military Commission of Con- 
trol from Germany and the form of control] 
which the League is to exercise in future 
substantially in agreement with those <f 
the British Government. 

Sir Austen spoke very optimistically 
this evening about the prospects for the 
meeting of the Council of the League at 
Geneva on Monday. He said he saw 
nothing impossible in reaching an agree- 
ment on German disarmathent with Herr 
Stresemann and M. Briand in the course 
of the session, and hoped that the Inter- 
Allied Commission might be withdrawn 
before very long. He said that he had 
discussed with M. Briand and M. Poin- 
caré all the questions on the programme 
of the Council, as well as other questions 
in which it was natural for two Min}sters 
pursuing the same policy to be interested. 
He had found himself in agreement with 
the French Ministers; there had been 
almost complete identity of views on the 
questions which would occupy’ them at 
Geneva. 

Sir Austen recalled the warning which 
he had given aíter Locarno against expect- 
ing too important ahd too rapid results 
from the pacts concluded there. He 
wished to repeat the warning now. Things

JERUSALEM.

THE THIRD WALL. 


From ‘‘ THe Tres’’ CoRREsPONDENT. 
JERUSALEM, Friday. 

Renewed excavations on the site of the 
supposed third @vall, carried out by the 
Jewish Exploration Society and the Hebrew 
University, under the supervision of Dr. 
Sukenik, have revealed the remains of a city 
gate at the north-east angle of the third wall, 
at the entrance of the new buildings of the 
American School of Archzxology. These re- 
mains show the foundations of two towers, 
between which is a rectangular chamber, and 
a gap filled with huge leite, which seemingly 
were originally intended for an arch. ‘Turn- 
ing due south, in the direction of Herod’s 
Gate, there are traces of a prepared founda- 
tion bedding. 

It is intended immediately to start ex- 
cavations to the west of Herod’s Gate, where 
the existing wall, built by. Sultan Suleiman 
the Magnificent, shows the remains of 
Herodian masonry. If these excavations 
justify expectations, the alleged third wall 
will thus have been traced for a distance of 
two-thirds of a mile. 

The Air Force reports the discovery of 
what is believed to be hitherto unsuspected 
Roman ruins to the north-east of Amman, jn 
the Trans-Jordan. The Department of Anti- 
quities. is investigating the matter,

FREE STATE CABINET 
PRAISED. . | 
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Mr. W. 8. Monroe, Prime Minister of 
Newfoundland, accompanied by Mr. W. J. 
Higgins, the Minister for Justicé, paid a 
visit to Belfast yesterday, and was the 
guest of the Belfast Chamber of Commerce 
at a luncheon in the Ulster Hall. 

Responding to the toast of his health, 
proposed by thbj/President (Mr. J. E. 
Wellwood), Mr. Monroe said that he was 
not a party politician. He was  pitch- 
forked into the position of Prime Minister 
and he would probably be pitchforked out 
with equal alacrity when his time came. 
(Laughter.) He had been a little over 
seven weeks in Great Britain, and during 
that period he had received the freedom 
of London, the freedom of Manchester, 
and of Stoke-on-Trent, and had been given 
degrees by Oxford and Edinburgh. Now 
he had come to Ireland for a rest. 
(Laughter. ) 


HIS DUBLIN VISIT. 


Quoting the lines— 

‘* Breathes there a man with soul so dead, 

Who never to himself has said, 

This is my own, my native land ?'”— 

Mr. Monroe said that it was a very great 
pleasure for him to visit Dublin, the city 
of his nativity, and to see all the sights 
of his boyhood again. It was a great 
pleasure to meet a great many friends’ of 
his family, and it was a very great 
privilege to have conferred on him the 
degree of which he was the recipient at 
Trinity College. (Applause.) 

He appreciated that degree more than 
any other degree, because he felt that 
there was a personal touch in its bestowal. 
Not only was he the first Prime Minister 
of Newfoundland to get this honour in 
Ireland, but the fact that his family had 
been so closely associated with Trinity 
imparted to it something in the light of 
a personal tribute. 


THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 


Many people might think that in the 
pronouncement. of the status of the 
various Dominions the Imperial’ Con- 
ference possibly had made a retrograde 
move. He thought, on the contrary, that 
the fact that the status had been declared 
cleared the atmosphere; and he: felt that 
there was a better feeling between the 
South of Ireland and the British Parlia- 
ment. He felt that there was a better 
feeling in South Africa, and he felt that 
General Hertzog went back with a very 
different impression than when he came 
to England. (Applause.) 

To his mind the economic end of ihe 
Imperial Conference was the most impor- 
tant. If they could get together commer- 
cially and did more trade between the 
component parts of the Empire, they would 
get together very much more socially. If 
they got together commercially and 
socially, he claimed that they could let 
the political end take care of itself. 


THE KING’S TITLE. 


He knew that there had been some criti- 
cism of the King’s title in Belfast and the 
North of Ireland. When the matter was 
before the Imperial Conference he did not 
think. that any of the Dominions overseas 
were particularly concerned. They said 
that it was a. matter for the North 
and South of Ireland and England to de- 
cide. between themselves, and they left it 
more or less in committee for them. to 
decide. 

He did not think, however, that it 
mattered very much just now how the 
King’s title was described, because if they 
were true subjects of the King, they would 
remain so, and, if not, they would likely 
do the other. (Laughter.) i 

Newfoundland was a land very few 
people knew much about. One lady he 
met recently told him she thought it was 
an island off the coast of Scotland. 
(Laughter.) Some people knew of it only 
as a land of cods, fogs, and dogs.. New- 
foundland was as big as Ireland, but it 
had a population of only 250,000. Thev 
might say a Town Council could take 
charge. (Laughter, and cries of “ No, 
no."’) As a matter of fact, it was quite 
a difficult country to govern, on 
account of the way the people were spread 
round the coasts. The main industry was 
fishing, but recently they had discoverer 
the great value of water power, “pruce 
timber, and paper mills. 


THE POLICE FORCE. 

They were a very law-abiding people, 
and when a large mill costing £10,000,000 
was being erected inland and many people 
from the coast settled round it, the police 
force consisted one sergeant and one con- 
stable, and it never was necessary to 
mobilise that entire force. (laughter.) 
The fisher folk were a very hardy and 
handy race. Lord Jellicoe had paid warm 
tribute to their services in the Navy dur- 
ing the war. Newfoundland lost mare 
sailors in the war than all the rest of the 
Dominions put together. (Applause.) The 
Newfoundland people were all descendants 
of Scotch, English and Irish people. They 
had no foreign element. They were Britis! 
to the extreme. (Applause.) 

On the first day of the Imperial Confer- 
ence he stated that New Zealand and New- 
foundland had no desire to be consulted 
on Britain’s foreign policy. They gave 
the British Government a blank cheque, 
whether they were Conservative; Liberal,
